pay-dirt .'iO foot iu Ihickiiods. This infnrnia- 
tiou was brouyhl to Seymour hy Mr Wood- 
side well known in New WuHiiiiinsler. Ba 
says be considers "they have got tbe best 
thing in tho country," 

Tbe Twelve-mile house on tho trail between 
Seymour and tbe Columbia Rrive was baro^ 
ed during the winter, and has not been re- 
built, 

Tho winter iu tho Kamloops and Thomp- 
son River country had been very severe iiiiil 
proved fatal to slock. The Imlians has lo^l 
almost every animal ihey pus.-ii.-.-nd ; and il 
slumid ho recollei;U'ii that lliu InitiQiis ol that 
section kept oiiKiderablu droves of calili; 
and horses. On Monte Creek Dock ic i.'o, 
bruu^ht their slock through pafely liy proper 
feerlin^ and housing. Victor Uuilaumu and 
Hugh Cuiupbull, near tbo same place, suiler- 
ed severely; Tbe Harpers lost betwoeu 200 
and 300 head. The Iladson Bay Co,, nt 
Kamloops lost heovily. At Suvana's Fi ri y, 
ouiofTUO sheep one half perished. John 
Wilson lost &Ohead of cattlo. Many others 
are understood to have boon equally unfortu- 
nate. 

'I'ho farmers were everywhere busy put- 
ting in Spring crops. On many farms gruin 
was up and looking very well. 

ADDITIONAL. 
A gentleman in ibis oily received a letter 
by the last Express from Mr J. A. Mara, 
French Creek, dated April 13thi from wbicb 

we have been permitted to raako the follow- 
ing extract : — " The weather is line and the 
anow is going oil rapidly. The sea.-ori is ut 
leasl two weeks oariier tiian lant. .Most, ol 
the minors on Iho river elaiin i urc ul work 
or about coinmcnciiii;. Claims lhal were 
being [iro.speetud on tlio bench had to bo 
stopped for want of water, tho diggings be- 
ing too deep to bu worked by band. In one. 
the ' Sootcb Canadian," we are down 98 
feet. Wo bad lo work IS men 4 hour eh, its 
to keep the water down. As soon as we cun 
get water we will put on machinery and 
hoisting gear ond test tho bench. The Uluo 
Nose Company, in front of us, have good 
ground. Lust weuk they look out ovui SI50 
in ono barrowful of dirt. Wo have had a 
mild winter and nitogolher a jolly time. 
The great drawback lias been the want ol 
mails. We had only ono all winter." 



From Peaci! River,

gao, Peace River, on the 27th March, and 
arrived in this ci y yesterday, has kindly 
furnished us wilb (be following items : — Mr 
Baxter baa been engaged in the fur trade 
daring the winter. He travelled out to Fori 
George 00 snow shoes with dog sleds, and 
theooa to Qnesnelle in a canoe. The winter 
was very severe, the snow lying 3 feet deep, 
and Ihe ppirit thermometer iiidica'ed iis low 
as 3.') lo -If) (leyroGS below zero for days In- 
qcilier. One morning it lell to 5'i degreis 
below zero. Petnr Toy waa the ouly iiiinei 
at work on Peace River lust fall. He was 
wo king bar diggings with a rocker on Ihe 
L'indluy Branoh,and making from $6 to $12 
a (lay. lie was trapping durinc Iho winter. 
No news had renehed the Fort from tiia Ri'il 
River or t^a.Hkatchewan Hettlemei t|j. Mr 
Baxter intends returning,' lo Peace ICiVi'r iu 
Ihe coil KO ol two or three wielis.

wicked. Il ap; ears that he aod Mr Bnllard 
huvo had frequent and rather healed diBOUS> 
sions upon this subject, which Hoem to have 
culminated in a lii^hl with ' carnal' weapons. 
Ono aftoruoou Uullaid 8tep[ied into the shop, 
•vheru, as usual, a conlroversy ensued in re- 
lation to lime, jdacu and manner of discus- 
sion, which bad teen puitly agreed upon by 
Iho parties, ( all baviog, as be said, foand a 
man who would discuss tbe question with 
Mr Bullard. Boih, no doubt, became greutly 
excited, aud Call used very harsh and abusive 
languaite. Of the encounter, Call says ho 
was about takioi^ an iron from the Bre, when 
Ballard coining up beliiiid, eeiz'id him and 
threw him down, striking hia bead upon a 
sled close by ; that Ballard then asked 
him if ho would Slop preaching his doctrine;

Call's head nu doubt struck tho 
sled, as blood was lell on the sled ; hu ad- 
mitted that he struck Cull several times, and 
initiht perhaps have jammed his bead upon 
thu lloor a few tiroes.
